He will tell you and his counsel will be as reliable as any can be, for 
your permanent satisfaction is his concern and he will see that you get it. 

Finally, remember that in homebuilding as in everything else, you cannot have everything you 
want. Compromises have to be made somewhere and probably more have to be made when build- 
ing a home than in anything else. So don't give up too easily. You will find some house in this 
book which will come as near fitting your specifications as probably any house possibly could and 
in time you will probably find it fitting them better than you imagined.
